How Two AujltuuH TJw the Btorole to 


One of the most notable instances of 


the «ffioaoy of the bicycle an a remedy 
for inuamty ia fonnd at tbe Michigan 
BtateAaytam For tbe Insane inKalatan- 
zoa. The patients at this asylum take 
daily ridee on tbe wheel, and parties of 
from five to eight lunatics, ill charge of 
two attendants, are likely to bo met 
to?ith ou soy of the country roade ron- 
biug out of tbe city. To the uninitiated 
it would aeem acUl, indeed, tbat the 
tefjaliition country highway should be 
nboaen for the wheeling parties in prefer- 
ence to the well kept roads of the town. 
There is a reason, however, and a very 
good one it U too. Ybe, rougher the 
road tbe more neoesswy does it become 
for the lunatic cyclist to devote a great 
deal of attention to bis machine. Tbe 


inlt ia that wMla tiding iu tbi^ way 


he has no opportunity to think of tbe 
peculiar mania which rony afflict him, 
and bis mind tabes on a hcalfhior tone, 
bis thoughts are those of a mail \vnh 
an unclouded brain, and he becomes for 
tbe time being practically eaue, 


Tho Kalamazoo doctors .say that they 


have never yet beard of a courts of 
treatment which causes Belt forgetful- 
nees in a degree even approaching tbat 
produced by tbe use of the bicycle. In- 
stead of moping in tbe asylum or taking 
forced exercise about the grounds, tbe 
lunatics who are considered nt subjects 
for instruction on tbe wheel are taken 
every week from the KaUmazoo asylum 
on their wheels to Long lake, ten mi IPS 
distant, or to one of the chain of smaller 
lakes not ao fax from tbe asylum, A 
plentiful lunch is taken along, and tbe 
occasion becomes a veritable picnio, 


Of course on trips of this sort some 


tires ore bound to be punctured, the 
gearing is sure to get out of order and 
more OF lees other mechanical difficul- 
ties encountered. Tbe result of atl this 
is that tbe lunatic bas no time at all to 
become tnelancboly. Tbe exercise, the 
fresh air, the unwonted catiae for 
thoughtiulneaa on new subjects—all 
contribute toward wooing tbe return of 
reaeon. 


The State Asylum For the Insane, at 


Hiddletowu, K. Y., is another institu- 
tion tbat considers tbe bicycle a meana 
to render help to the insane. The wbeel 
has been used at this asylum for some 
montbi, with tbe rnont gratifying re- 
sults. It is found tbat it promotes docil- 
ity among tbe patients, who enjoy tbe 
excursions, and invariably induces a fat 
healthier condition of the mind. It also 
aotn as an incentive toward good be- 
havior on the part of others who havo 
not been permitted to ride, the change 
in their altitudes being brought about 
by the sight of the fceen enjoyment 
which the lunatic riders seem to take in 
riding. 


Dr. Selden H. Talcott, medical super- 


intendent of this asylum, is an euthnsi- 
ORt regarding the wbeel as a benefit to 
persons of nnaouiid mind. "It is, in my 
estimation," he said, "beyond question 
that the bicycle will eventually become 
a permanent institution iu every insane 
asylum. I venture to predict tbat with- 
in five years there will not be found a 
medical man with knowledge of inaani- 
ty and insane people who does not favor 
wheeling as n curative process, "—Obi* 
cago Chronicle.
